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Army Personnel Cut 
Drive Being Prepared 


HE House sub-committee on War 
Department Appropriations con- 
cluded its hearings on Monday, Jan. 18, 
and went into executive session for con- 
sideration of its report. 

That the sub-committee will cut— 
and cut deeply—into the aiready “Hoo- 
ver-economized” budget is an accepted 
fact. That officer and enlisted per- 
sonnel will suffer reductions is equally 
assured. 

The committee is utilizing to the ut- 
most its prerogative of secrecy, but 
from statements of Representative Ross 
A. Collins, of Meridian, Miss., chairman 
of the sub-committee, and Representa- 
tive Joseph W. Byrns, of Nashville, 
Tenn., chairman of the whole commit- 
tee, as to their personal views, it is 
clearly evident that they are working 
toward a severe reduction of Army per- 
sonnel, 

It is probable that the committee 
will work for the elimination of 1,000 
officers and 8,750 enlisted men—or 
more if it can be achieved. They may 
report out a great reduction and then 
submit to a cut on the floor of the 
House or in conference after the Sen- 
ate restores the cuts, as it is expected 
to do. 

Mr. Collins said this week that he 
personally favors a reduction of 2,000 
officers, which he believes would save 
$20,000,000 annually in pay and allow- 
ances. The reduction could be accom- 
plished, he states, through the retire- 
ment of older officers. Elucidating on 
his estimate of the savings, Mr. Col- 
lins said: 

“You’d be surprised how it counts up. 
The salary and allowances of 2,000 offi- 
cers mounts. I have always wanted to 
reduce the Army by 4,000 officers. But 
you can rest assured that no worth- 
while branch will be hurt.” 

He said that retirement of older offi- 
cers on three-quarters pay would cut 
out all allowances and travel and com- 
mutation costs as well as flying pay 
in the case of Air officers.

Stop National Defense Destruction! 





HE ARMY AND NAVY are facing a slash in their commissioned and enlisted 
personnel. In addition, reserve training is menaced. 

In an editorial, which we published in our issue of Dec. 26, 1931, we called 
attention to this danger. That editorial was based upon information we had 
obtained regarding a decision reached by the House Democratic leaders. 

The sub-committee of the House Appropriations Committee is engaged in 
carrying out that decision. Mr. Collins, its chairman, is favorable to a cut of 
4,000 officers and 25,000 enlisted men. He is an advocate of elimination of all 
appropriations for reserve training. He supports budget appropriations only 
for the National Guard. Other members of the sub-committee are inclined to 
less drastic action. They are disposed to reduce the commissioned personnel by 
1,000 officers and the enlisted strength by 8,750 men. 

A cut of the same proportions in respect to the Navy will be considered by 
the sub-committee of the Appropriatiens Committee. To convince the country 
that the effectiveness of the Fleet will not be decreased, the House will pass 
the Vinson bill. But that bill will merely authorize new construction; it will 
make no appropriation for the execution of the work. 

We call on all advocates of national defense to impress upon Members of 
' the House that they cannot take action which will imperil the safety of the 
country. 

We ask the people to consider the situation of the Republic in a world 
where the East is aflame, where Japanese arms have conquered Manchuria, killing 
and wounding thousands of unequipped Chinese, and Europe is combined in de- 
termination to repudiate intergovernmental debts and is intriguing to that end. 
We ask the people to consider history and the terrible costs of unpreparedness. 
Well armed, we wili be let alone to engage in pursuits in peace. Poorly manned 
and trained, which will be the effect of the action under consideration, we will 
| be open to the same ruthlessness that has been applied in Manchuria. Editors 

should call attention to this prospect, and business and labor . interests should 
enter their emphatic protest. The time for hesitation is past. Write and wire 
your Congressmen, inform: the people that their safety is menaced, and urge 
them to mince no words in expressing their vigorous disapproval. , 

Further, we repeat this question: Has the House Military Committee abdi- 
cated its power in favor of the Appropriations Committee? Heretofore, the 
former committee has insisted upon its authority to initiate and recommend 
legislation dealing with policies. In proposing to cut the number of officers and 
men of the Army, the Appropriations Committee has assumed the right to pass 
upon a matter of this kind. If the House approve this assumption the Military 
Committee will become only a creature of the Appropriations Committee. Are 
you willing to accept such subordination, Mr. Quin? And what do you plan to 
? We believe other committees would not prove so complacent, ana

Mr. Byrns’ advocacy of the measure 
received the closest attention of the 
committee, for Mr. Byrns not only is 
chairman of the powerful appropria- 
tions committee, but also is a leader in

| of the House. Furthermore, his bill for 


consolidation of the National Defense 
departments has the approval of 
Speaker Garner. 

Mr. Byrns contended that his meas- 
ure would save $100,000,000 or more a 
year, but was unable to point out spe- 
cifically to where the reductions would 
come. He said that he did not blame 
Army and Navy officers for “not want- 
ing us to pass this bill,” but added 
that “they shouldn’t be allowed to run 
the Government.” 

Before the hearing, which was the 
first on Mr. Byrns’ bill, each member 
of the committee was supplied with 
copies of letters from the Secretaries 
of War and Navy, both of which stated 
strong objections to such a consolida- 
tion, each recalling the exhaustive 
hearings held by the Morrow board in 
1925, which resulted in adverse reports 
on the proposal. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Byrns’ testi- 
mony, Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, 
USA-ret., a representative from Oregon 
and a member of the committee, asked 
for and obtained permission to address 
the committee in refutation of Mr. 
Byrns. The committee set Saturday 
morning, Jan. 23, at 10 o’clock, to hear 
the General. 

It had been announced previously 
that the committee would hear both Mr. 
Byrns and Representative Williamson, 
of South Dakota, each of whom have 
bills on the subject.

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Editors Insist On Clean Administration Of Honolulu’s Government 
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f 
AT Congress and the country intend to hold Hawaii to a strict accounting | 


in the matter of law and order and the cessation of the crimes there that 
shocked America, is shown by further press comment and the debate which 
occurred in the Senate on Jan. 20. The Senate Committee on Territories and 
Insular Affairs, at a meeting last week, examined four members of the Cabinet 
regarding conditions in the Islands—Secretaries of War, Navy and Interior and 
the Postmaster General. Senator Harris, of Georgia, developed that to none 
of them had Governor Judd “expressed any alarm as to deplorable conditions,” 
while Admiral Pratt, on the other hand, as a result of service in Hawaii, had 
stated he “would not have been surprised at any time of serious trouble taking 
place.” 

Senator Copeland, of New York, presented a resolution from the Veterans 
Club of North Castle, N. Y., denouncing conditions in Hawaii, demanded that 
they be corrected, and “that fair and honest treatment be obtained for all the 
principals in the said Massie case.” “The people of my state,” commented Mr. 
Copeland, “are agitated over the situation, and are anxious that it should be 
remedied.” Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, complained that his resolution of 
investigation by the Senate had been “squelched,” which was denied by Senator 
Vandenberg, of Michigan. He pointed out that a deficiency appropriation of 
$15,000 had been made to pay the expenses of the investigation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Senator Bingham, of Connecticut, introduced a resolution authorizing the 
Governor of Hawaii to appoint and dismiss prosecuting officers. Senator La 
Follette, of Wisconsin, stated he would oppose such a resolution because it 
But 
he added he would not resist incorporation in the organic law a provision author- 
izing the Governor to remove incapable prosecuting officers. 


N the Chicago Daily Tribune, one reads, “Hawaii has been granted self-gov- 

ernment, but the American people will not permit self-government to be a 
shield for the expulsion of white Americans from the islands. Japanese, Chinese, 
and Filipinos have become a large majority, with all the prileges of citizen- 
ship. If this has resulted in creating a political domination which induces elected , 
officials to shirk their responsibility for the protection of American rights and | 
the punishment of crime, the regime of self-government should be withdrawn 
and a responsible rule substituted. The conditions in Honolulu indicate a break- 
down of civilized government as well as race conflict incompatible with the 
rights of white Americans in the Islands, a strange situation to exist under the 
American flag. Unless there is prompt and drastic correction, Hawaii will have 
to be put back under American rule with a Federal Governor backed by what- 
ever forces the circumstancss require.” 





HE Salem, Oregon, Statesman sees Honolulu “going native.” “Honolulu, the 

pearl of the Pacific,” says the Statesman, “has been losing much of her lustre 
in recent months. The city seems to have gone native, and a sudden revolting 
flood of lust has gripped many of its inhabitants * * * The fact of major signifi- 
cance is that society dares not unleash its moral standards even when it languishes 
in soft, amorous air of the southern seas. Moral standards are not an outmoded 
puritanism; they are the lesson of centuries of experience, a part of the biological 
history of the race. Superior races dare not ‘go native.’ The seventh command- 
ment holds south of the equator.” 





iw Tulsa, Okla., the Daily World says: “The officers of Honolulu, with the ' 

police force, as usual, being the starting point, are apparently working them- 
selves into a rage of resentment against the American naval officers because they 
undertook to protect the women of their families. This strange attitude of 
encouraging the worst of crimes was not directly adopted from choice, but there 
are appearances that criminals regard the local attitude as one of protection. 
Therefore the Honolulu authorities are practically aiding and instigating the 
criminal classes in forays against Americans. That they selected the worst of 
criminal fields to develop resentment against the United States and its people 
is characteristic of low politics and undesirable office politicians everywhere.” 


HE Stockton, Calif., Daily Evening Record believes that “Honolulu’s citizenry, 
now aroused, may be counted upon to clean up the situation which wrecks 
the tourist trade, such a material contribution to the lifeblood of the Islands. , 
With its mixed police and mixed juries, the local government has its difficulties, | 
but can put its house in order.” 


“JT it a very bad situation that has been revealed by recent tragic events in 
Hawaii,” states the Sacramento, Calif., Bee. “Moreover, it is an involved — 
one. * * * If the Navy’s sweeping indictment of the Islands is not justified by 
the facts it must be withdrawn. If it is justified, then it is more than time 
for both civil and military authorities in Hawaii to take exceedingly drastic 
action. " 
“Meanwhile, Americans should reserve judgment.” 


“TFAWAII’S immediate concern should be to examine the facts and order that 
house-cleaning which appears to be in order,” asserts the Oakland, Calif., 
Tribune. “When it can announce that law is enforced and respected and that. 
the rights of residents, regardless of race, are protected, it may again hold up 
its head in pride. * * * It may well be, as the Hawaiian civic committee says, the 
number of outrages has been exaggerated and high feeling has been responsible 
for many misstatements. Yet it cannot well be denied that conditions to shock 
the respectable people of the Islands, call for the formation of vigilante com- 
mittees, and even lead to a resort to lynch law have obtained. The way to end 
the bitter controversy between the residents and naval men, to restore order 
and reestablish the good name of the Islands, is not by bickering over broad 
stretches of water, but by returning In convincing manner to the ways of the 
law.” . 





[HE Wilmington N. C., Morning Star, sees the incident as a “Note on 

Lynching.” An interesting commentary,” says the Star, “on lynch 
law is now being written in high society, with the locale in the fashionable na- 
val colony of Honolulu. * * * 

“It is not the purpose of the Star to discuss the merits of the case or the 
justification for the alleged killing. Suffice to point out that here is a form 
of mob violence, similar to that for which the South is so often criticized, but 
without the South or the negro issue being involved. 

*“It should afford food for thoughtful consideration on the part of those 
critics who have condemned southern States for what to them is purely a bar- 
borous custom practiced only below the Mason and Dixon Line. 

“The moral is that human passions, particularly when aroused by offenses 
against women, know no geographical or racial restrictions. The emotions under 
these circumstances are identical the world over.” 





E Reno, Nev., Evening Gazette points out that “Hawaii is a territory and 
not a state, hence Congress is directly responsible for it. Congress has the 
power to alter the Island’s fundamental laws without asking by your leave and 
’ this was referred to in the debate on the resolution in the Senate. If the Island 
authorities are unable or unwilling to maintain law and order, it is the duty of 
Congress to see that such is done. * * * If the Senate resolution results in laying 
bare the police corruption that Hawaiians themselves say exists, it may lead 
to such changes in the system of municipal government in Honolulu as will put 
an end to it and it certainly should be done.” 


se ‘AMERICAN administration of Hawaii has been efficient and liberal,” says 
the Washington Star. “The people of the islands, which were acquired 
by the United States by annexation following the establishment of a republic in 
succession to a monarchy, have been encouraged to participate in their own gov- 
ernment and to share in the enforcement of their laws and the laws of the 
United States. Of late, however, demoralization has been evident. Moral laxities 
have been condoned. The courts have been inefficient in the punishment of 
crime. The security of the non-native inhabitants has been imperiled. * * * 


“It would be lamentable if the United States in meeting this condition in 
Hawaii should have to withdraw from the islanders such measure of participa- 
tion in their own government and in the administration of the laws as they have 
been granted. Yet, if the conditions that have given rise to these recent 
tragedies and outrages cannot be otherwise corrected, that may have to be done. 
The Attorney General’s report will bear upon this question as the Senate reso- 
lution stands. The hope is that permanent and progressive improvement will] be 
effected without recourse to so drastic a remedy.” 


LOOKING at the “Trouble in Hawaii” the editor of the Macon, Ga., Telegraph 

says “The provocation was great—as great as any provocation people in the 
South ever had for doing the same thing. It was perhaps greater because 
Honolulu has been terrorized for a year by marauding beasts. No woman left 
alone has been safe. There has been almost one assault case a week. The com- 
munity was almost in a state of hysteria. The civil authorities had not been 


i able to make much progress solving the mysteries, although they had tried and 


the courts had been active. 


“Yet, in spite of all that, the crime * * * was more than mere murder; it 
was lynching. They added lawlessness to lawlessness. * * * 


“It sounds as if it might have happened in one of our lynching counties or 
down in the pine belt of Alabama, or over in the Delta of Mississippi, or down 
in the slums of one of our big cities, where ignorance breeds violence and where 
civilization is not yet so well venured over our primitive passions that they 
will not break through in eruption.” 


HE Hawaiians have hitherto appeared to be reasonable and peaceful and 

not given to such crimes as the serious one charged against one of the 
race in this instance,” comments the Wilmington, Del., Every Evening. “Nor 
is it conceivable that the injured woman who sought legal punishment of her 
assailant was unable to bring this about. : 


“One can scarcely believe that there were any mitigating circumstances to 
lighten the seriousness of the alleged offense and the fact that personal friends 
of the attacked woman were impelled to take the administration of justice into 
their own hands denotes a condition in our Pacific dependency that we had 
not expected.” , 


RICHMOND, VA., News-Leader, under the title, “Unwritten Law in Hawaii,” 

says “That story from Honolulu will bear watching. For months crimes 
against women have been on the increase there. The wives of Americans have 
in almost every instance been the victims. Appeals to the civil authorities have 
accomplished little more than to procure vague promises of an ‘investigation.’ 
So serious have conditions become that the commander of the Pacific Fleet has 
announced that he will warn officers not to bring their wives to Hawaii unless 
there is a general improvement in the policing of Honolulu and its suburbs. Now 
it appears that the slowness of justice and the apparent incompetence of some 
of the authorities have led to the killing of a man alleged to be one of the five 
who recently assaulted the wife of an officer. The story is enough to make any 
man’s flesh creep, but there must be fervent hope that investigation will show 
that no Navy man has been party to crime in the name of law or of vengeance.” 


“THE shame of Honolulu,” is the title of the following editorial from the 

Lancaster, Pa., New Era: Congressional investigation of conditions in 
Honolulu may be important if conditions are as bad as they have been pointed 
in news dispatches describing events leading up to and culminating in an ‘honor 
murder’ for which a society matron, a naval lieutenant and two enlisted men 
are charged with the murder of an island thug. * * * 


“If conditions are found to be as bad as they have been pictured some 
drastic step is necessary to correct them. Hawaii, posing as ‘the island of sun- 
shine and palms, the garden spot of the Pacific,’ etc., must have help if it will 
not set its own house in order.” 


HE Union, Manchester, N. H., says of “The Honolulu Outrages’”’: “Mingled 
" sympathy and indignation have been aroused by the tragic story that comes 
from Honolulu. * * * 


“The seriousness of the situation that forbids the landing of American 
sailors on American territory is apparent. The breakdown of law and order

“Obviously, the situation calls for prompt and decisive action. The simple 
fact seems to be that the civil officials in Honolulu have failed in their duty to 
preserve order through the domination of political influences. Under the 
organic act for the government of Hawaii, these officials are elected by the 
people. Americans generally will have no desire to withdraw from the Ha- 
waiians any measure of home rule that they now enjoy. But unless these offi- 
cials can be induced to remedy the present disorders promptly, the adoption of 
other measures to secure the maintenance of law and order would seem to be 
imperative. In the meantime, the suggestion of placing Marines in Honolulu t? 
assure the elimination of further outrages may be found advisable. * * * The 
officials should understand that the Navy must stay in Honolulu, and that. as 
Admiral Pratt has said, ‘Americans will not stand for the violation of theif 
women under any circumstances.’ ”

the committee, 1s actually presiding 
chairman at the committee meetings, 
serving in that capacity by request of 
both Mr. Quin and Mr. McSwain.

Representative Schafer, of Wiscon- 
gin, told Mr. Byrns that he is against 
any reduction at a time when there is 
so great potential danger. To this Mr. 
Byrns replied that he did not think de- 
fense would suffer if the officer 
strength were cut to 10,000. He added 
that our greatest dangers now are at 
home rather than abroad, making the 
point that budget savings are more im- 
portant than national defense against 
outside aggression. 
As for administrative work, Mr. 
Byrns asserted that he would favor any 
cuts in officer personnel that would take 
the officers from work that might be 
just as well done by civilians at cheaper 
salaries. Representative Miller, Arkan- 
sas, agreed with Mr. Byrns on officer 
cuts, but wanted to know definitely 
whether or not the National Defense 
Department bill, which was under con- 
sideration, would accomplish it. Mr. 
Byrns was unable to answer that ques- 
tion, saying that such savings would 
have to be worked out when the new 
department is created. 
It is apparent that the committee will 
not give a great deal of weight to 
necessity of the Army carrying out its 
missions under the National Defense 
Act. The Army’s duties in connection 
with the raising of civilian components, 
the maintenance of troops in our over- 
seas possessions, the cuts already made 
in the arms and services to effect the 
increases in the Air Corps, the lessons 
learned in the World War of the vital 
need of trained personnel in an emer- 
gency—all these, it seems, are being 
passed over lightly by the committee 
in its deliberations. 
Neither can the savings be any con- 
siderable contribution toward avoiding 
the huge Treasury deficit, for it is esti- 
mated in round numbers that the net 
savings made by retiring 1,000 officers 
would be only a little more than a mil- 
lion dollars, while savings by reducing 
enlisted personnel would be only slight- 
ly more than a half million dollars for 
each 1,000 men eliminated. The dam- 
age to National Defense wrought by 
such cuts can not be expressed in dol- 
lars and cents, but it would certainly 
outweigh these savings. 
The committee is planning to cut 
other items besides personnel. It is. 
entirely likely that the Army transport

Should the appropriations bill carry 
with it provisions for the method of 
reduction or any other provisions re- 
lating to reduction that may be con- 
strued as new legislation, a point of 
order undoubtedly will be made to 
strike it out.

Naturally, the method to be employ- 
ed in making the reductions is the sub- 
ject of considerable speculation. Mr. 
Collins, himself, has been an advocate 
in the past of retiring officers when 
reductions are made. He says that 
it is the only fair way. It is under- 
stood that his present belief centers 
around a plan to reduce the grades of 
lieutenant colonel and below propor- 
tionately, retiring the over-age officers. 

It will be recalled that when the re- 
ductions were made in 1922 from an 
authorized strength of 16,654 to 12,000 
officers (actually, however, the Army 
was not up to the previous strength 
so the actual reduction during the year 
was from 13,152 to 11,715 officers,) 
that all officers who wished to retire 
voluntarily were permitted to do so. 
After the voluntary retirements were 
counted a board convened to select 
officers for forced retirement or dis- 
charge. The actual separations from 
the active list of the regular Army 
during that fiscal year were as follows: 
retired 536; resigned 141; discharged, 
852; retired officers relieved from 
active duty, 61; dismissed 5; and de- 
serted 3.

The Military Order of the World 
War, through Maj. Edwin S. Bettel- 
heim, jr., submitted a resolution which 
follows, in part: 

“Whereas, the proposed reductions 
would seriously impair the efficiency 
of the National Guard, our first line 
of defense; violate the Five Year Pian 
for the development of Military Avia- 
tion, leaving the United States a fourth 
or fifth rate power in the air; and 
leave the great majority of our en- 
listed men in totally inadequate quar- 
ters, comparable only to the housing of 
those reduced to absolute poverty in 
civil life; 

“Whereas, in the opinion of the 
Boards and Commissions previously set 
up by our Government w study the va- 
rious questions of National Defense, 
and, in the opinions of the men who 
would be responsible for our defense 
in national emergency, those economies 
would reduce the whole structure of 
our National Defense to a point where 
we woould be unable to defend our- 
selves in case of foreign aggression; 
Therefore, Be it Resolved, that Mili- 
tary Order of the World War, respect- 
fully petitions the Congress of the 
United States of America to restore to 
the Budget for the War Department, 
for the year 1933, the funds necessary 
.for the proper housing and equipping 
of the United States Army so that the 
full training, which has brought our 
National Guard to its present high 
state of efficiency, may be continued, 
and to carry out in full the recommen- 
dation laid down by the Morrow Board, 
already approved by Congress, in the 
Five Year Plan for Military Avia- 
tion.”

T° THE thousands of student offi- 

cers who thronged the Field Ar- 
tillery School during the World War, 
Sgt. Guss Templeton was the most vi- 
tal factor of all the administrative 
forces of the school, because he was 
the one who ran those 15 to 20 messes 
stretched all along through the Aca- 
demic Area where 1,500 to 2,000 were 
fed each day. 

And those thousands, now scattered 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, will learn with more than a 
passing feeling of sorrow that Sergeant 
Templeton has answered his last roll 
call in the Army of the United States. 
Last week he died at the Army and 
Navy General Hospital, Hot Springs, 
after an illness of 18 months, and on 
Friday was buried in the historic old 
post cemeterey here by the local Ameri- 
can Legion post, of which he was a 
charter member. 

At the time of his death, Sergeant 
Templeton held the grade of technical 
sergeant, and had spent nearly all of 
his 19 years’ service at this post, since 
he came here when the school was first 
organized and was on duty here con- 
tinuously until his transfer to hospi- 
tal. He was a member of the Field Ar- 
tillery School detachment (white) and 
the pallbearers, Master Sergeants 
Holzapple, Swett, McCarter and Demp- 
sey, and Staff Sergeants Larkins and 
Forgea, were fellow members of that 
organization. Sergeant Templeton is 
survived by a wife and daughter.

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Development of Projectiles 


Continued from Last Week’s Journal) 
(PHERE are a large number of publi- 
cations which were published dur- 
ing the period of our Civil War which 
show every conceivable form of projec- 
tile. The book “Rifles and Rifle Prac- 
tice,” published in New York by E. M. 
. Wilcox in 1861, is an elemental trea- 
tise on the theory of rifle firing. There 
is included in the publication a plate 
showing various types of bullets known 
and used by most of the armies of the 
world prior to 1861. Included in this 
plate is almost every conceivable form 
of bullet. From a scrutiny of the bul- 
lets shown in this reference it is rather 
convincing that improvements in small 
arms projectiles from that period would 
for the most part reside in specific 
measurements of the projectile which 
would give new and improved results. 
Some of the bullets shown in this 
plate are practically identical in form 
with modern military projectiles, At 
this period, however, the ballistics as 
to the form of the projectile were not 
particularly well known and the form 
chosen by the various Governments at 
this time was more or less determined 
by the dried and cut rule. It must be 
borne in mind that practically all small 
arms projectiles at the time of the 
Civil War were constructed of lead; 
that the velocities were low and that 
the powder pressures were low. 

From the time of the Civil War to 
about 1891 the outstanding develop- 
ment in bullets was the idea of cov- 
ering the lead portion of the bullet 
with a shell of harder material which 
subsequently became known as the 
jacket. 

The military bullet of practically 
every nation about 1890 consisted of a 
long jacketed bullet having a slightly 
rounded head, the jacket being of an 
alloy of copper and nickel and having 
a core of lead. The bullets of most of 
the armies of the world were approxi- 
mately 200 grammes in weight and 
differing from each other only as to 
caliber and other measurements made 
necessary by the particular rifle in 
which it was intended to be used. 


Between 1890 and 1906 an intensive 
study seems to have been made by 
the ballisticians of the armies of the 
world with a view to improving the 
service bullets. It was this intensive 
study which resulted in the develop- 
ment of military bullets to their pres- 
ent state. 

From an exhaustive examination of 
the publications it appears that the 
French were the first to begin success- 
ful experiments on the effect of wind 
resistance on projectiles. 

In 1896 as an indication of the state 
of the art the following is quoted from 
a publication by E. Girardon in Paris, 
entitled “Organization du Materiel 
d'Artillerie.” As a technical disserta- 
tion on the subject of the weight of 
the projectile by sectional density, the 
following is quoted from page 118: 

“The weight of a projectile by sec- 
tional unity, is increased as follows: 
(1) For a given caliber, by lengthen- 
ing it or by using for its fabrication, 
denser material; (2) for identical pro- 
jectiles, by increasing the calibre. 

“The lengthening is limited by the 
requirements of the regularity of the 
movement through the air. Thus, at 
the time of the adoption of the steel 
melinite shells with great internal ca- 
pacity, one has been able to increase 
from 3 to 4% calibres the length of 
the Bange projectiles; but by going to 
5 calibres one would have sacrificed 
the regularity of the firing. 

“The increase of the calibre is lim- 
ped by the requirements of the serv- 
e.” 


Further under “General Shape” the 
author states: 

“The shape of the projectiles has a 
great deal of influence on the keeping- 
up of the velocity; it is, in fact, neces- 
sary to help as much as possible the 
Penetration of the projectile through 
the atmospheric strata, as well as the 
sliding of the molecules along its 
sides. For a long time the cylinder- 
ogival shape has been’ acknowledged 

be the most advantageous. 

“The exterior surface of the pro- 
jectile should moreover be as smooth 
as possible in order to decrease the air 
resistance. 

“The generating curve of the ogive 
is the are of a circle the center of 
which 0 is on the diameter 00, which 
limits the cylindrical portion of the 
shell, and which is tangent to the 
generatrix of this cylinder. 
“Experience shows, in effect, that the 
higher and the more pointed the ogive, 
or a given calibre, the less will be 






expressed in calibres, has always gone 
increasing, in spite of the decrease of 
internal capacity which results from 
this increase, to arrive to the present 
Bange shells, in which, for a length of 
8 calibres, the ogive is 1% calibres in 
height. 

“The point of the ogive is kept only 
for battering (armour piercing) shells; 
in others it is replaced by a flat groove 
which serves as ‘ground for the use, 
screwed in the fuse hole.” 

In 1899 the same author published 
in Paris “Lecons d’Artillerie.” This 
publication contains a treatise on the 
effect of the resistance of air on pro- 
jectiles. It states on page 90 and the 
pages following that the resistance of 
the air is dependent upon four rules: 
“(1) the resistance is proportional to 
the right section of cylinder envelope 
of the projectile parallel to the direc- 
tion of flight; (2) it is proportional to 
the square of the speed of the projec- 
tile; (3) it varies with the form of the 
projectile and with the condition of 
the surface of the projectile; and (4) it 
is proportional to the sectional density.” 
It furthermore states that the laws as 
set forth are capable of mathematical 
computation in theory and have been 
confirmed by experiment and experi- 
ence. The third rule is of particular 
force in this case’as showing the knowl- 
edge of those skilled in the art prior 
to 1899 as it concerns the shapes of 
projectiles. The following is quoted 
from page 92: 

“3. The air resistance varies accord- 
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ing to the shape of the projectile and 
to the condition of its surface. 

“Its intensity is of course decreased 
if the penetration of the projectile 
through the air is facilitated by giving 
its anterior part the shape of a point, 
or better still of an elongated ogive, 
instead of a flat or rounded nose. Thus 
it is for a boat, the keel and forward 
part, or bow, which are pointed, meets 
with less resistance from the water 
than a boat with a flat bottom and a 
square bow. 

“Moreover, by making the surface 
of the projectile as smooth as possible, 
the sliding of the air molecules along 
its walls aids in decreasing the air re- 
sistance.” 

Again on page 94 with reference to 
this same subject, the author states 
that: 

“The loss of the velocity of two pro- 
jectiles identical in calibre and made 
of the same material, is in reverse pro- 
portion to their length.” 

“It is therefore more advantageous 
to use very elongated projectiles; how- 
ever, when dealing with lands, it will be 
seen that there is a practical limitation 
to this elongation.” 

It is quite obvious from the forego- 
ing that prior to 1899 those skilled in 
the art were thoroughly conversant with 
the fact that an elongated ogive and an 
elongated shell were advantageous, and 
that an elongated body portion was dis- 
advantageous when using projectiles 
with rifled weapons. 

A study of the patents issued about 















this time on projectiles indicates that 
throughout the world an _ intensive 
study was being made with a view to 
developing a projectile of greater ve- 
locity. _ 

From the foregving it is quite obvi- 
ous that ballisticians were turning from 
small ogive projectiles to the larger 
ogive projectiles. The French adopted 
these principles in the Bange shells with 
very satisfactory results,

Captain Buchanan Retires 


APT. ALLEN BUCHANAN, USN, 
on duty in the 11th Naval District, 
San Diego, Calif., will retire from ac- 
tive service on Feb. 1, 1932, at his own 
request after 37 years’ naval service. 
Born in Evansville, Ind., Dec. 22, 
1876, Captain Buchanan was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Indiana 
in 1895, and commissioned ensign in 
1901.

The planes attacked with 
bombs and machine gun fire and al- 
though one plane was struck by six 
bullets, the unit continued to fly “at 
great risk over the jungle under con- 
stant enemy rifle and machine gun 
fire, and continued the attack until 
ammunition was exhausted.” Captain 
Johnson returned later in the day 
with a six plane patrol to the same 
place and renewed the attack, aad “as 
a result of these contacts the bandits 
suffered many casualties, were forced 
to retire and organized banditry was 
dealt a severe and telling blow.” 

The Distinguished Flying Cross 
will be presented to Captain Johnson 
at Brown Field, Quantico, Va., by 
Brig. Gen. John H. Russell, USMC, 
Commanding General of the Marine 
Corps Base, at 9 a. m. Jan. 30, with 
military ceremony.

Destroyer tenders, submarine tenders, 
and repair ships are exempted, except 
that they will be included in a “relia- 
bility competition,” so as to insure eco- 
nomical use of fuel, yet leaving the 
amount of their steaming and type of 
work to exigencies of their duties. The 
eagle boats, Naval district craft, the 
USS Fulton, and USS Gold Star, and 
all vessels in reserve and reduced com- 
mission are excluded from all competi- 
tion. 

One feature of the new system would 
be to leave much of the supervision of 
the contests to unit commanders, in- 
stead of leaving practically all deci- 
sions to the Director of Fleet Training. 

The system of allowances under the 
new scheme provides that allowances 
be based on the past three years’ rec- 
ords of the vessels, and that these al- 
lotments may be decreased, but not in- 
creased. In succeeding years the im- 
mediately preceding three years will 
be taken as a standard for the allow- 
ance of the vessel, if this would de- 
crease the allowance; if, however, there 
would be an increase under this figure, 
the figures for the previous year will 
be continued. 

Special allowances are abolished un- 
der the new system, as is the practice 
of splitting and grouping hours while 
under way. Hourly computations will 
be taken, as was the practice some 
years ago, the plan provides. No al- 
lowance will be made for the use of 
various engine combinations, as it will 
be assumed that the proper combina- 
tions have been used by vessels during 
the past three years. There will be, 


| however, an allowance for fouling, based 


on the number of months out of dry- 


| dock. 


The latter two innovations were the 
principal steps which were undecided 
when the Murfin board drafted its pre- 
liminary report last Summer, and which 
were referred to the Fleet for recom- 
mendation. On the whole, it is said, the 
reaction of the forces afloat to the new 
plan was heartily in favor, and it is 
expected that the new set-up will re- 
ceive approval and be placed into ef- 
fect for the next year’s competition. 





Admiral Smith Reports 


i a dispatcn to the Department, Rear 


Adm. Arthur St. C. Smith, USN, 


commander of the Special Service 


, Squadron, reported that he arrived at 


Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, on Jan. 20. 
In the dispatch, Rear Admiral Smith 
gave further details of the raid at 
Brown’s Camp, 40 miles inland from 
Puerto Cabezas, which took place on 
Jan. 18, resulting in a rout of the ban- 
dits and the death of one bandit. 

Rear Admiral Smith stated that this 
raid apparently was another attempt 
to secure provisions. The raiding force 
was composed of about 100 men, who, 
according to natives, were very ragged 
and half starved, but were moderately 
well armed. The Guardia patrol, 
which had warning of the presence of 
the bandits, was prepared for the at- 
tack. The bandits scattered quickly 
as soon as they encountered resist- 
ance. 

“The Guardia has the situation well 
in hand,” Admiral Smith reports, “and 
as a precautionary measure is bring- 
ing 20 additional men from Bluefield.” 
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SERVICE POLO HANDICAPS

WHEN THE GOVERNMENT commissioned an officer or enlisted a man in 
_ the Army or Navy or Marine Corps, it thereby entered into a contract with 
him, in the case of the former for life, subject to efficiency and good behavior, 
and in the case of the latter for a definite term of years. That contract cannot 
be set aside at the whim of political maneouver. If the appropriations made by 
Congress are inadequate to pay for the number of officers and enlisted men author- 
ized by law, the government, under court decisions, still is responsible and must 
discharge its side of the obligation. Merely to cut the appropriation for pay, 
therefore, is not sufficient to relieve the Government of its bounden duty. 





But THERE IS ANOTHER aspect of the move, apart from the repudiation 

by the Government of a solemn obligation, which demands consideration. 
The country is in the throes of the worst unemployment situation in its history. 
The House sub-committee contemplates aggravating that situation. It will throw 
out of service officers who are active physically and mentally and they will 
want jobs in order to augment their meagre retired pay and thus support their 
families. It will throw out of service thousands of able bodied enlisted men. 
These men must eat and in order to eat they must work. But there is no work 
for them. Consequently, the ranks of the unemployed and the discontented will 
be swollen by men trained in the profession of arms. The mass of these men 
can be depended upon to support the Government, no matter what it may do to 
them; their training, their reverence for the flag is inbred. But a people lives 
on its belly as much as an army, and an empty belly produces strange action. 
We shall hope these considerations will have their weight in Congress, and arrest 
a proposal which from every point of view is harmful to the nation. 





WE DO NOT UNDERSTAND that the House sub-committee will refuse defi- 

nitely appropriations for the Reserves and the CMT Camps. Obviously, 
such an act would cause political consequences that the average politician has 
no desire to suffer. It is planned “to suspend” such appropriations for the next 
fiscal year, promising to restore the appropriations for the following fiscal year. 
It is clear that suspension would mean the end of reserve and youth training. 
It certainly would destroy the system of national defense established by the 
National Defense Act. Coupled with the proposed reduction in the number of 
officers, it would mean that the military force of the Nation would be cut to 
a small number of officers and men in the Regular Establishment and the Na- 
tional Guard. The latter organization has taken the position that no matter 
how satisfactory the appropriations for its maintenance, it will accept no bill 
which strikes at the Regular Army or the Reserves. Such an attitude calls for 
the enthusiastic gratitude of every one interested in national defense; and we 
pay especial tribute in this connection to their leaders, Major General Travis and 
Major General Reckord. The Reserve officers of the Nation should notify their 
Congressmen that any cut below the budget estimates will be resented at the polls. 





HAw4u IS ATTEMPTING to satisfy public opinion for past outrages by 

hasty legislative action. As far as it goes, that is well enough, and we 
shall hope that the measures enacted will prevent a repetition of the offenses 
that have disgraced the territory. It will be only by fair and impartial trials of 
those guilty of the unspeakable attack upon Mrs. Massie, as well as of Mrs. For- 
tescue,, Lieutenant Massie and the enlisted men concerned, that Hawaii can dem- 
onstrate she is on the path of atonement. Secretary Wilbur, who, by the way, has a 
direct responsibility for the territory, has been staunchly defending Governor 
Judd. It seems strange that it was necessary for the Secretary of the Navy, 
rather than the Interior head, to have to bring to the attention of the Presi- 
dent and the country a condition which, for months, had been crying out for a 
remedy. Secretary Hurley, on the other hand, is to be congratulated for the 
wise control exercised over the troops in the Islands. We can readily appre- 
ciate that men aroused by foul assault upon the womanhood of their race 
would seek to impose punishment. But the discipline taught continues to be 
observed, and the officers and men under Major General Wells have suppressed 
their natural indignation and applied reins to their conduct. 





THE APPOINTMENT OF GENERAL DAWES as President of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, while of the utmost importance and value to the 
country, nevertheless is regrettable from the point of view of National Defense. 
General Dawes was selected to head the American Delegation to the Disarma- 
ment Conference. He had no illusions as to Europe. His distinguished military 
service during the World War gave him intimate knowledge of the intrigues 
and jealousies of the Old World; and his later incumbency of the post of 
Ambassador to Great Britain brought him up to date in matters of European 
ambitions and purposes. Therefore, he was thoroughly equipped to discharge 
the duties of Chairman of the American Delegation. Moreover, he enjoyed the 
confidence of the country, and his appointment, in spite of pacifistic regret, was 
accepted as proof that American interests would be protected. In place of 
eneral Dawes, the President has designated Secretary Stimson. It is the irony 
of fate that this official, who loathes pacifist congratulations upon the policy he 
is pursuing, should be called upon to lead the cause he believes to be essential 
to the success of his administration of the State Department. Mr. Stimson 
knows that the House of Representatives granted, with great skepticism, the 
appropriation to pay the expenses of the Delegation. He feels some sort of an 
agreement must be obtained at Geneva, and it is this frame of mind which has 
caused our Delegation to proceed to that city with the purpose to compromise. 
We shall only hope that the agreement, if made, will be less harmful to American 
interests than is feared by those opposed to verticiihdtion in the Conference,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Avmy Transport Service—Attacks on the Army Transport Service seem to grow 
in both the House and Senate. In the House the Appropriations subcommittee 
is delving into the petitions made by shipping and manufacturing interests with 
a view to abolishing the service and using commercial lines. In the Senate, Sena- 
tor Jones, of Washington, has a bill, which he proposes to push, providing for 
the abolition of the service. 

In the Service, while individual officers would have no objection in traveling 
by commercial lines, there is considerable feeling against the proposals. Those 
opposed to the project hold that the move would not be in the interest of economy, 
for it is estimated that the use of commercial transportation would increase the 
cost by at least $1,000,000 a year. Representative Will R. Wood, former chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, insists that the transfer would effect a 
savings of about $2,000,000 a year. 

A problem foreseen by the shift would be the transportation of enlisted men. 
Would they be moved by steerage in company with all manner of low elements 
from foreign nations? The maintenance of proper morale, cleanliness and dis- 
cipline is held to be a terrific problem under such conditions. Movement of the 
men otherwise than by steerage would be prohibitive in cost, according to Army 
belief. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out, the transport service employs more than 
1,048 men who would be thrown out of work and lose their prospects (retirement, 
etc.) by transfer to commercial lines. 

Basically, however, the service considers the matter as one of the utmost 
importance to national defense. Through its operation, it is held, the service is 
enabled to maintain a neucleus of trained transport operators who, in times of 
emergency could direct the expansion of the service to necessary proportions in 
the shortest possible time. 

Another reason advanced for retention is the flexibility offered by the pres- 
ent system. It is recalled that at the time of the Nicaragua earthquake an Army 
transport loaded with supplies was diverted from its regular route and sent to 
the distressed area, whereas a commercial liner could not be diverted from its 
regular route. At the time of the Japanese disaster also an Army transport 
was able to get away quickly with relief supplies. 

The subject has arisen a number of times since the service was established 
and always the Army transports have won the support of Congress. However, 
this time with shipping calling for relief. and every nook and cranny being ex- 
plored for possible budget savings the situation may be different.

Navy Seeks to Xmprove Small Arms Firing—The Navy Small Arms Firing School, 
which has been held in conjunction with the training of the Navy Rifle and Pistol 
Team during the past two years, is to be enlarged and consolidated, and placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Navigation as a “Class B School.” As 
in the past the school will be held annually during the months of May, June and 
July at the station where the Navy Rifle and Pistol Team is training, with the 
captain of the Navy Rifle and Pistol Team as the Officer in Charge of the school. 
The mission of the school is given as follows: “To train and qualify men as in- 
structors in small arms and to develop new material for the Navy Rifle and 
Pistol Team. An additional number of men will be ordered to the school this 
year over that in the past and a definite program of instruction will be laid out. 
The numbers to be selected, from among men showing aptitude for small arms 
firing, are as follows: Battleships, 1 each, cruisers, 1 each; destroyers, 1 each 
division; submarines, 1 each division, Aircraft, Battle Force, 2; Aircraft, Scouting 
Force, 2; Train Squadron One, 1; Train Squadron Two, 1. These numbers are in 
addition to those regularly ordered to Navy Rifle and Pistol Team.

Naval Committee to Consider West Coast Post-Graduate School—The projected 
establishment of a post-graduate schoo] on the West Coast, which the Navy has 
been planning for some time, was brought to the attention of the Naval Affairs 
Committee of the House, Jan. 20, by Representative Britten, of Illinois, and the 
Committee decided to give its consideration to the matter. A hearing on the 
matter has been scheduled for Feb. 23, at which time the question of the estab- 
lishment of a second school will be discussed as well as the advisability of con- 
tinuing the present one at Annapolis. At the request of Chairman Vinson, Rear 
Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, under whom the 
post-graduate school comes, declared that he would take no final steps as to the 
fouhding of the Pacific Coast school until the committee had a chance to look 
into the matter. He was asked to present to the committee data as to the cost 
and desirability of maintaining the school at Annapolis, together with compara- 
tive rent scales in various localities and also information as to the advisability 
of conducting two post-graduate schools. In keeping with Mr. Vinson’s request, 
plans are going forward, but will not be concluded, for the establishment of a 
school in California. It is contemplated that an arrangement can be made with 
a civilian university to conduct the school for the Navy, as it would not be pos- 
sible to obtain funds for a Navy school, and it is believed desirable that naval 
officers attend civilian institutions if possible. This thought was expressed by 
Admiral Upham before the Naval Committee, but did not seem to meet with 
favor with Representative Britten, who declared that “if the Naval Academy 
was not broadening enough for officers there should be something done at the 


Naval Academy.”

Civilian Medical Treatment of Navy Enlisted Men—Under a recent decision of 
the Comptroller General«of the United States it has been held that an enlisted 
man of the United States Navy or Marine Corps is not entitled to civilian medi- 
cal treatment at Government expense while on leave of absence and that his 
commanding officer is without authority to authorize him to procure such treat- 
ment or to obtain it for him except possibly under the circumstances mentioned 
in the following extract from the decision in question: 

“Some connection between the illness or injury of the man and his service 
obligation must be present before a commanding officer can obligate public funds 
for the payment of treatment of an enlisted man on leave of absence. A con- 
tageous disease, probably contracted while on duty, or a report of illness or 
injury in circumstances suggesting possible evasion of his enlisted obligation 
have been held to justify responsible officers of the Navy or the commanding 
officer of the man, (but only after due investigation and after the exercise of 
actual control or supervision over the man) to procure medical treatment at the 
expense of the Government, 4 Comp. Gen. 175, and 6 Comp. Gen. 465.” 

This decision in effect prohibits the payment of any bills for civilian medical 
treatment of enlisted men while on leave of absence except in a relatively small 
number of cases in which the conditions as referred to in above quoted extract 
may exist, and will mean a radical change in the practice that has prevailed 
in the Navy for many years. 

All instructions heretofore published in Medicine and Surgery Circular 
Letters Nos 498-1930, and 551-1931, or other circular letters that are in conflict 
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with the above decision are hereby canceled and appropriate changes will be made 
at an early date.

May Finish ZRS-5 By First Of Year—According to contract terms, the airship 
ZRS-5, sister ship of the USS Akron, is scheduled for completion Jan. 21, 1933, 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, stated 
this week to clear up conflicting reports as to the estimated date. 

The contract under which the ZRS-5 is being built provides for completion 
fifteen months after delivery and preliminary acceptance of the USS Akron. 
The Akron was preliminarily accepted October 21, 1931. 

“It is entirely possible,” Rear Admiral Moffett said, “that the ZRS-5 will 
be completed by Jan. 1, but not earlier than this date.”

Reservists in Medical, Dental and Veterinary Corps Must Be “Ethical’-—The 
necessity for applicants for commissions in the Medical, Dental and Veterinary 
Corps Reserve, being engaged in “ethical” practice is being called to the attention 
of Corps Area and Department commanders by the War Department. Regula- 
tions already provide that one of the civilian experience qualifications for such 
appointments is that the applicant must be actually engaged in the ethical 
practice of medicine, dentistry or veterinary medicine, as the case may be. 
However, cases have arisen in which applicants appearing before examining 
boards have been found qualified except that they are not engaged in ethical 
practice of their profession, and have consequently been rejected for appoint- 
ment, as this disquaiification may not properly be waived.. Consequently The 
Adjutant General is calling attention to the fact that applicants known to be 
engaged in unethical practice should not be encouraged to appear before exam- 
ining boards. In addition to the expense which may have been incurred by these 
applicants appearing before boards, such cases not only consume the time of 
the boards and of’ the applicants to no good purpose, but may result in consid- 
erable embarrassment to applicants in the communities in which they reside.

General Motors To Build 18 Additional Prime Movers—Bids have been opened 
for an additional lot of 6-wheeled anti-aircraft prime movers, M1, and after 
study by the office of the Chief of Ordnance, an award has been made to the 
General Motors Truck Company, Pontiac, Mich., for 18 vehicles at a total cost 
of $132,130.12. Deliveries are expected in March, 1932. 

These prime movers are of the same type and to the same specifications as 
the 18 purchased from General Motors in the Summer of 1931. When this new 
lot of prime movers is delivered there will be 40 modern 6-wheeled prime 
movers in service with the anti-aircraft regiments of the Coast Artillery. Ramps 
for use in loading the Caterpillar “30” tractors used by the anti-aircraft artillery 
are also included.

Disability Preference Extended for Spanish-American War Veterans—On Jan. 
19 the President signed an order which amends the civil service rules in favor of 
disabled veterans of the Spanish-American War. 

Under the new order, veterans who are over 55 years of age and, because 
of disability, are. entitled to pension, compensation, or disability allowance under 
existing law, are allowed the addition of 10 points to their earned rating in 
examinations for the Federal Civil Service. 

Under the order previously in effect, it was necessary that the applicant give 
satisfactory evidence that his disability was service connected. A committee 
representing the United Spanish War Veterans called upon the President’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Veteran Preference and pointed out that the order as it 
stood prevented the allowance of the 10-point preference to disabled Spanish- 
American War veterans because the lack of medical and physical records mains 
tained during the Spanish-American War and the lapse of time since the con- 
clusion of that war made it difficult in most cases, and impossible in many, to 
establish the service connection of existing disabilities. 

The Advisory Committee recognized the reasonableness of the argument 
and recommended the change to the President. The Advisory Committee con- 
sists of Thomas E. Campbell, president of the United States Civil Service 
Commission, chairman; Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs; Rep. Royal C. Johnson; Seth W. Richardson, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral; and Lt. Col. John Thomas Taylor, representing the American Legion. 

All veterans who are allowed 10-point preference are placed at the head 
of the appropriate register in competition only with other 10-point preference 
eligibles. 


General MacArthur Quoted in Navy Fight—General Douglas MacArthur, Chief 
of Staff of the Army, was quoted this week as stating that unless the Navy was 
built up to treaty strength he would “feel impelled to go to Congress and ask 
for a larger Army.” This statement was attributed to General MacArthur by 
Representative Fred Britten, of Illinois, who said that it was made recently at 
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a dinner which both attended. Mr. Britten, Republican chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee in the last Congress, was attending a meeting of this 
committee in which the Vinson naval construction bill was under consideration, 
and the Representative used the statement as an argument for adopting the bill. 
Suggestion was made by Mr. Britten that General MacArthur be called by the 
committee to testify in the matter, but the suggestion was vetoed by Chairman 
Vinson. No comment has been forthcoming from General MacArthur.

Reduction of Army Paper Work—The Inspector General of the Army has fre- 
quently reported on the necessity for reducing paper work in the Army. Studies 
are made from time to time in an effort to reduce and simplify forms, thus 
saving the time of officers and expediting the handling of administrative matters. 


Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, commanding the 7th Corps Area, has initiated 
a movement in his corps area to restrict such work as far as possible. For one 
thing, he has announced that no “ground rules” will be established by his head- 
quarters, or by any of his subordinate headquarters, requiring any additional 
copies of any additional information not provided on the blank forms as issued 
by the Department. He has instructed that if the department’s forms do not 
appear to be adequate for the purpose intended, then a recommendation for 
modification should be made to the department. 

The Corps Area Inspector has been charged with investigating the matter 
of unnecessary paper work throughout the corps area. Upon the occasion of 
every inspection by him, General Hagood has charged, the inspector or his sub- 
ordinates will make a statement on what is being accomplished in the matter 
of reduction. He will make a special report of any commander who has made 
a substantial reduction in paper work in his headquarters, showing methods 
used so that they may be used by similar headquarters. 

Other pertinent portions of General Hagood’s order follow: 

“No form, requisition, letter, report, proceeding, or other communication, 
will be returned for correction or for additional information unless the matter is 
germane to the subject, is necessary for teh accomplishment of the purpose for 
which the communication was submitted; and cannot otherwise reasonably be 
obtained. Such communication shall not be used as a means of educating the 
officer submitting same. If the author of the communication needs education, 
instruction or discipline, it will be applied at some other time and in some other 
manner. The accomplishment of the original mission of the communication shall 
not be delayed for that purpose. 

“No headquarters will call upon any subordinate headquarters for any 
information already on file or otherwise obtainable at the higher headquarters. 
If such information is called for the communication will be returned by the 
subordinate headquarters, inviting attention to the fact that the information 
(or so much of it) has already been furnished, giving date, office mark, etc. 

“Proceedings of special courts-martial will be reduced to the simplest 
possible form. All nonessentials and padding will be omitted. In submitting 
evidence and a summary of testimony, essentials only will be given. Proceedings 
of boards for which no other form is prescribed by the War Department will 
ordinarily be reduced to a single sheet of paper as indicated in a model issued 
from this headquarters. 

“Reminder lists are issued for the assistance of those not familiar with the 
matter at hand. They should not be regarded as orthodox rituals to be rigidly 
enforced. Officers must use their common sense in all cases as to what is essen- 
tial and what is nonessential. Time should not be wasted in the collection and 
incorporation of matter which has no real: bearing on the subject. 

“Generally speaking, all routine orders, reports, publications, training direc- 
tives, etc., could profitably be reduced by volume to at least one-half of what 
they were in the last preceding issue. The number of orders, reports, etc., 
should be reduced. The efficiency of commanders and of staff officers will be 
judged by what they can accomplish in this direction. Long-winded and verbose 
papers are not read. Short, concise statements are easily read and understood. 

“All commanding officers are invited to submit to this headquarters, marked 
‘Personal Attention of General Hagood,’ suggestions as to how to reduce the 
burden of paper work placed upon them by corps area headquarters, adding in 
each case what steps they have taken to lighten the burden upon their subordi- 
nates. 


“In furtherance of the plan to reduce paper work as indicated above, full |

Small Arms Developments—Two models of an improved combination pyrotechnic 


and grenade projectjor for use with rifles are being completed by the small arms 
division of the Ordnance Department. The modifications are principally con- 
cerned with reducing the strain of the rifle by increasing the length of the stroke 
of recoil of the projector barrel from one inch to three inches. 

Five new caliber .22 rifles with the new bolts and magazines are virtually 
ready for test. These bolts have been made with a view to reducing breakages, 
reducing time of fall of the firing pin and improving the feeding conditions 
from the magazine. Preliminary tests on this magazine indicate that it is highly 
satisfactory and the five guns are now being prepared for a more extensive test 
te determine if there are any weaknesses which have not developed to date. 

In the project for the adaption of M-2 machine receiver as a universal gun, 
four modified guns were sent to Aberdeen for test and certain recommendations 
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Jan. 21, and a plan of procedure was mapped out. A vote on the Vinson con- 
struction bill is scheduled for Jan. 25, and on Jan. 26, the committee will con- 
duet an investigation into the building of the airship Akron, following which the 
Naval Academy class project will be considered and then the committee will take 
up the Marine Corps bill. The Akron investigation was asked by Representa- 
tive McClintic, of Oklahoma, who brought charges that defective materials had 
been_used in the construction of the dirigible, and that the “sky cruiser” was 
not what it should be. Rear Adm. William A. Moffet, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, has publicly denied that there is anything in the charges and has 
repeatedly praised the ship.

Jan. 23, 1932 
Vote Set on Navy Bill 


[HE Vinson naval construction bill 

will be brought to a vote before the 
House naval committee on Monday, Jan. 
25, it was decided at the conclusion of 
hearings this week. Indications point 
to approval of the measure and a favor- 

_ able report to the House, despite the 
absence of an official report from the 
Navy Department and endorsement by 
the White House. 

Yesterday the Vinson bill, which calls 
for the building of 120 vessels over a 
period of 10 years at a total cost of 
$616,250,000, was considered in execu- 
tive session by the House committee 
and the measure was opened for 
amendment. In the Senate, the Naval 
committee has concluded hearings on 
the Hale bill and has not yet set a 
time for committee action. 

Both committees, it is understood, 
would rather wait for the President to 
take a definite stand in the matter, but 
lacking this, will go ahead, it is be- 
lieved, inasmuch as the Vinson and 
Hale bills bear the personal approval 
of Secretary of the Navy Adams, and 
every naval officer who has testified. 

Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. 
William A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, and Capt. Emory S. 
Land, CC, USN technical assistant to 
the Chief of Naval Operations, added 
their endorsement to the Vinson bill 
this week, when called by the House 
committee, 

Captain Land informed the committee 
that the Navy Department has reliable 
information that during the month of 
December, 1931, Japan laid down 8 
navel vessels, comprising a total ton- 
nage of 14,610 tons. 

“Then,” broke in Chairman Vinson, 
“Since Congress convened about a 
month ago, the Japanese have started 
eight naval vessels.” 

Upon Captain Land’s reply in the af- 
firmative, Mr. Vinson requested that he 
present the committee with figures to 
show what has been done in naval con- 
struction by Great Britian and Japan 
during the years 1930 and 1931. 

Estimates were presented by Captain 
Land on the cost of the Vinson bill and 
of the vessels now building and author- 
ized. The sixteen ships now building 
—seven 8-inch gun cruisers and one air- 
craft carrier, authorized in 1929, and 
three fleet submarines and five de- 
stroyers authorized in 1916—will cost 
$90,218,906 to complete, it was stated. 
The fifteen ships now authorized— 
eight cruisers provided by the act of 
1929, and seven destroyers provided in 
1916—will cost $147,121,000, it was 
shown, while the Vinson bill will cost 
$616,250,000, a total cost of $853,- 
589,906. 

Captain Land volunteered that it was 

his firm belief that if a regular pro- 
gram, such as was contained in the 
Vinson bill was laid down and carried 
out, that the Navy Department and the 
shipbuilding industry, by knowing what 
to expect and thus being able to lay 
plans, could cut the cost of the bill by 
10 to 20 per cent. The $616,250,000 
estimate, he declared, was based on 
previous costs of vessels, and cited the 
example of the five-year naval aviation 
procurement program, which was com- 
pleted for about $54,000,000, $30,000,- 
000 less than the authorized figure, to 
show what can be done under the cir- 
cumstances of adequate and efficient 
planning. 
_ Admiral Moffett stated that he was 
in favor of the Vinson bill and that he 
considered the aircraft carrier and fly- 
ing-deck cruiser provisions in the bill 
as “by far the most important fea- 
tures.” He advocated that the Vinson 
bill be amended so that in 1933 there 
would be built two flying-deck cruisers 
and two also in 1934, 1935, and 1936. 

“Aircraft carriers were regarded by 
some as experimental,” he stated, “and 
for this reason no other aircraft car- 
riers were built until the Lexington 
and Saratoga could be tried out. In 
this way we lost valuable years and fell 
far behind. I hope that a similar 
course will not be pursued in the case 
of the flying-deck cruiser. I don’t con- 
Sider this type of vessel an experi- 
mental one, except in a very limited 
degree,” 

Declaring that he believed that a 
Strong effort will be made to reduce 
the allowed tonnage for both carriers 
and flying-deck cruisers at the next 
conference, Admiral Moffett said: “I 
consider the present aircraft carrier 
tonnage absolutely necessary for the 
Safety of the United States, and that 
we should never consent to reduce it, 
= that of flying deck cruisers, by one 
on.” 

Admiral Upham continued his testi- 
mony this week stating that at the 
present time we would need 6,400 line

officers—an increase of 900—to man 
the Fleet in any emergency, when all 
vessels were called into active service.

Cheney Award, 1931 


(THE Board of Air. Corps officers 

making the Cheney Award for 1931 
have announced that the acts of hero- 
ism of Lt. Robert D..Moor and of Pvt. 
John B. Smith are both of such calibre 
that it was decided to award it to both 
of them. The Cheney award was es- 
tablished in 1927 in memory of 1st Lt. 
Williami H. Cheney, Air Service, who 
was killed in an air collision at Fog- 
gia, Italy. 

Lieutenant Moor crashed to his death 
Aug. 23, 1931, after having foregone 
a chance to jump safely from his crip- 
pled plane in an air collision because 
of his efforts to make his dazed pas- 
senger, an enlisted man, jump. The 
passenger finally jumped from an al- 
titude of 700 feet and landed safely, 
but it was too late for Lieutenant 
Moor. His mother will receive the 
Cheney Award plaque and citation cer- 
tifieates; and a modest memorial will 
be ereeted to her son’s memory, in pur- 
suance with a previously, expressed 
wish of her for a memorial to him. 

Private Smith, although painfully 
injured by flying debris when an air- 
plane crashed into a hangar at Ft. 
Crockett, Tex., rushed into the burn- 
ing wreckage, crammed himself into 
the cockpit of the plane and untangled 
the foot of the pilot from the rudder 
and helped drag the unconscious offi- 
cer to safety. The pilot was Lt. C. Ww. 
Causey, Air-Res. Private Smith is 
now a member of Flight “B,” 16th Ob- 
servation Squadron, Ft. Benning, Ga. 
Beside the plaque and citation, he will 
be given a substantial cash award, 
Smith is the first private to receive 
the award, all previous ones having 
been to officers, except the first which 
was to Mr. Sgt. Harry Chapman for 
bravery in the Roma disaster.

Williamson, although attending and 
taking part in the discussion, made no 
lea for his bill (which is substantially 
the same as Mr. Byrns). Mr. William- 
son, a Republican, and former chair- 
man of the committee, is in favor of 


‘ postponing this National Defense proj- 


ect, to which President Hoover is op- 
posed, until after the Public Works 
pill, which Mr. Hoover strongly favors, 
is considered. 

Representative Cochran, chairman of 
the committee, said after the meeting 
that Secretary Hurley and Secretary 
Adams will be invited to appear or send 
representatives, but that he wanted to 
make the hearings as short as possible. 
Afterward, he said, the Public Works 
pill, which takes rivers and harbors 
and other non-military work from the 
Corps of Engineers and barracks and 
quarters and other similar construction 
work from the Quartermaster Corps, 
will be considered. 

It is freely predicted at the Capitol 
that the consolidation of National De- 
fense project will be promptly reported 
out of the committee and will pass the 
House and possibly the Senate. Al- 
though the President is opposed to the 
measure, few believe that he would 
veto it, particularly if it is publicized 
as an economy measure. A few believe 
that he might veto it on the grounds 
that it is an expansion program, in that 
it sets up three departments (Army, 
Navy and Air) in place of the present 
two. 

Mr. Byrns opened his argument with 
the statement that he regarded the 
consolidation of the Army and Navy as 
one of the most important matters be- 
fore this Congress. 

The governmental expenditures, he 
declared, have reached a point where 
they are the greatest in peace time 
history, citing figures to show Federal 
and State expenditures of $15,000,000,- 
000 of which $5,000,000,000 are by the 
Federal government. All this, he as- 
serted, at a time when the people are 
least able to bear the expense. As 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, Mr. Byrns said, he hates to 
say “no” to requests made to him by 


civilians and Army and Navy officers | 


whom he said are approaching him, 
but he declared the time has come 
when he must say “no.” 

Figures were cited by Mr. Byrns to 
show that the War Department spends 
$5,102,042 on civilian employes, $157,- 
500 on contingent expenses, and $550,- 
000 on printing and binding, while the 
Navy Department spends $4,270,100 
on civilian employes; $80,000 on con- 
tingent expenses and $550,000 on 
printing and binding. He contended 
that consolidation of the two depart- 
ments here in Washington would re- 
sult in elimination of a large percent- 
age of this. 

At this point, Representative John 
C. Schafer of Wisconsin, asked Mr. 
Byrns if he could point to something 
tangible where savings would be made. 
Mr. Byrns replied that he could not, 
that that point would have to be 
worked out by the new secretary after 
the consolidation goes into effect. 

Mr. Bryns, in explaining that his 
bill provides for a secretary for na- 
tional defense with three assistant 
secretaries (Army, Navy and Air), 
added that he thought the committee 
might find it advisable to amend his 
bill to provide for another assistant 
secretary for munitions. 

General Martin asked Mr. Byrns if 
he was familiar with the work of the 
Morrow board which went into the 
subject some years ago and whether 
or not he had confidence in the judg- 
ment and patriotism of Mr. Morrow. 
Mr. Byrns replied in the affirmative, 
but said that conditions have changed 
since then and that now he believes it 
can be done and effect a savings of 
$100,000,000 or more. 


Here Mr. Schafer declared that he ' 


had learned of veterans who on first 
examination are found disabled and 
given a pension and then later are re- 
examied and found not disabled and 
the pension withdrawn. He asked Mr. 
Byrns if this same principle could not 
be applied to the Army and Navy by 
reexamining officers retired for phy- 
Sical disability and if found not dis- 
abled “put them back to work for their 
money.” The government is “honey- 
combed” with retired officers drawing 
two salaries, he asserted. 

Mr. Byrns passed over this and went 
on to say that there are on duty in 
Washington at the War Department 
540 officers; 448 Naval officers and 82 
Marine Corps officers on duty at the 
Navy Department, making 1,070 of- 
ficers on duty in Washington and that 
it appears that some possible savings 





are clearly visible there. Mr. William- 
son asked him if these officers displace 
civilian employes. Mr. Byrns said 
that if they really do. any work they 
do replace civilians and if not they 
don’t and ought to go out in the field 
“where they belong.” 

Mr. Schafer opined that it would be 
better to have the officers here work- 
ing than “playing the lounge-lizard” 
at some Army post. “We’ve got to 
have officers,” Mr. Schafer declared, 
“and we might as well have them here 
working.” He then said that with 
other nations expanding their forces 
we had better not be reducing. 

Here Mr. Byrns declared that all the 
information we have on this subject 
comes from “those interested in large 
services.” “I do not want to accuse 
anyone of giving us false information,” 
he said, “but we must remember that 
this is testimony from interested wit- 
nesses.” 

Mr. Williamson suggested that there 
might be a savings by preventing 
duplication in arms and fortifications 
work, to which Mr. Byrns agreed. 

The War Department is considering 
a plan to consolidate its purchases, 
Mr. Byrns declared, but emphasized 
consolidation of the entire purchases 
of both departments under his bill 
would result in enormous savings. 

Representative Miller, of Arkansas, 
said that he was in favor of the bill 
but wanted to get some definite idea 
of what the savings would be in money 
and personnel. Mr. Byrns said that 
he was unable to give an estimate 
that “we must wait until the bill goes 
into effect.” The three great achieve- 
ments to be expected from the masure, 
Mr. Byrns said, are the prevention of 
jealousy between the Services, pro- 
mote efficiency and the saving of 
money. 

The Air Corps seems to be the 
mooted question, Mr. Byrns pointed 
out, saying that both of the Secre- 
taries in their letters objecting to the 
consolidation spent considerable ef- 
fort protesting on the grounds of in- 
jury to the Air Services and little to 
protesting against the effect on the 
balance of the forces. 

“Why not put them under one 
head?” Mr. Byrns asked. 

“I can tell you why not,” General 
Martin said, but Mr. Byrns did not 
avail himself of the offer. 

The sponsor of the bill then used 
Bolling Field, Anacostia, D. C., as a 
duplication in air defense. Both Ser- 
vices occupy (the same field, he said. 
The Army spends $130,735 for civil- 
ian employes and overhead and $234,- 
894 in salaries for military personnel 
there, while the Navy, across the 
field, spends $307,273 for civilians and 
overhead and $446,910 for Naval per- 
sonnel. A great deal of this is du- 
plication, he declared, and there is lit- 
tle or no cooperation, it being impos- 
sible for one side even to borrow tools 
from the other side. One installation 
and half the personnel could do the 
same work, according to Mr. Byrns. 
There is so little unity of thought, Mr. 
Byrns declared, that when the Navy 
got money to build another building 
there the Army told them they could 
not because it was Army land, but the 
Navy started building it anyway. 

A considerable furore arose when 

Mr. Byrns cited, as an example of 
lack of cooperation between govern- 
ment departments an incident wherein 
the Navy on the Pacific Coast refused 
the loan of airplanes to try to locate 
a ship which was alleged to be smug- 
gling Chinese and opium into this 
country. The Navy, he related, re- 
fused because there was no provision 
of law or regulation to permit them 
to do so. 
“Then,” declared Mr. Schafer, “you 
believe that the Army and Navy 
should engage in law enforcement 
work and help enforce the immigra- 
tion laws, narcotic and prohibition 
laws. I disagree with you on the 
Army and Navy doing police work. It 
would be ridiculous.” 

Byrns said that he did not mean that 
they should do that all the time but 
that they might have helped on this 
particular occasion. “Then,” retorted 
Mr. Schafer, “they would soon be look- 
ing for liquor smugglers.” Finally, 
there was so much discussion on pro- 
hibition that Mr. Byrns asked Mr. 
Schafer to stop in deference to him. 

Representative Cochrsn, of Missouri, 
chairman of the committee, said that 
according to press reports President 
Hoover is opposed to the consolida- 
tion, one of the objections put for- 
ward being the alleged difficulty in 
getting men of high enough calibre to 
serve as assistant secretaries. To this 
Mr. Byrns pointed to the present 
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secretary before being elevated and 
made the statement that the present 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Mills, is certainly a capable man. 
He anticipated no difficulty in getting 
men of the proper standing and ability 
for the tasks. 

Representative Overton, of uisi- 
ana, made the statement that the wip- 
ing out of jealousies between the two 
Services would alone justify consolida- 
tion. Considerable discussion followed 
this, centering mainly around the foot- 
ball situation between the aczdemies, 
members pointing out that it was a 
very bad indication that the two acad- 
emies can not get together. Mr. Bryns 
thought it would be a good idea to con- 
solidate the academies. 

Citing cases where he thought du- 
plication could be avoided by consoli- 
dation, Mr. Byrns mentioned Chemical 
Warfare experimentation, Air Services, 
engineering tests and experiments and 
radio work. He also thought it would 
probably be advisable to absorb the 
Marine Corps into the Army’s forces. 

Mr. Schafer, who previously had 
tangled with Mr. Byrns over prohibi- 
tion, concluded by demanding that if 
Mr. Byrns wants to save money he 
ean do it by abolishing the prohibition 
unit with its “desk warmers in Wash- 
ington and shotgun experts in the 
field.” Mr. Byrns countered by prom- 
ising that if Mr. Schafer could find a 
cheaper way to enforce the prohibition 
law he would favor it. 


ARMY OBJECTIONS 

Pertinent excerpts from Secretary 
Hurley’s letters on the National De- 
fense Department proposals follow: 

Under our present organization we 
have in the truest sense of the word 
a department of national defense, 
headed by the President as constitu- 
itonal Commander in Chief. He is 
the active head of the two great com- 
batant services which, under the su- 
pervision of civilian assistants, have 
been organized primarily to operate 
as self-contained units on land and 
sea, respectively. Furthermore, the 
President, as head of the whole excu- 
tive branch of the Government, is in 
position to require the necessary con- 
tributions from other executive depart- 
ments to support the armed forces in 
war and to meet the needs of the 
civilian population. 

The War and Navy Departments ex- 
ist as coordinate branches of the Gov- 
ernment because of a realization early 
in the history of the Republic that the 
widely separated fields of action of 
these two national combatant services, 
the totally dissimilar conditions un- 
der which they functioned, and the 
fact that in the normal case they could 
not operate against the same tactical 
objectives, made it desirable and nec- 
essary to maintain separate supply and 
administrative establishments, and to 
develop a special staff organization 
for each. The development in the con- 
duct of operations in war has in no 
way altered the purposes which re- 
quired the original separation of the 
two great natural divisions of the na- 
tional combatant services, the land 
and naval forces. 

Although the necessity for tactical 
cooperation in war between the land 
and naval forces will not exist except 
in very special or abnormal cases, 
there will be in war an urgent neces- 
sity at all times for aviation support 
for the Army and the Navy. The ob- 
jective of the air forces must always 
be either military or naval, and there- 
fore coordinated with the land or sea 
unit it is supporting. There may be 
considered the launching of intermit- 
tent air attacks on a sensitive area in 
the territory of an enemy; to meet the 
rquirements of such a situation it will 
be a simple matter to detach from the 
Army or Navy, or both, the necessary 
aviation forces to perform the mis- 
sion. To insure coperation in the nor- 
mal and usual case the air force must 
be an integral part of the Army or 
Navy it is supporting, be trained with 
it, and be subject to the direct orders 
of the supreme commander thereof. 

The Army, and unquestionably the 
Navy also, appreciating the vital need 
that will exist for adequate aviation 
support in any conflict of the future, 
have made serious reductions in other 
arms and services in order to provide 
for the existence of such support. 
These reductions, which even under 
present conditions may have gone too 
far, would be entirely indefensible ex- 
cept on the assumption that the air 
forces so provided will be integral 
parts of the two combatant organiza- 
tions. 

In viewing broadly the question of 
the consolidation and reorganization 
as contemplated by H. R. 5742, I be- 





Secretary of War, who was assistant | lieve that in making preparations for 








and in defending this country the pro- 
posed organization would be less ef- 
ficient than the one now existing. 
Fully cognizant of the theoretical ad- 
vantages to be gained through adop- 
tion of the organization presented for 
consideration, I am nevertheless con- 
fident that in practice tactical and 
strategical cooperation would be much 
more difficult to secure. 

‘In the matter of economies that 





might be expected under the reorgani-— 


zation, it does not appear possible to 
make an estimate of the absence of 
more exact information as to the de- 
tails of the proposed department of 
national defense. While some savings 
might be made in the elimination of 
minor duplications, particularly in the 
performance of the administrative 
functions, these would, to a certain ex- 
tent at least, be counterbalanced by 
greatly increased costs in overhead. 

Such duplications as do exist are 
more apparent than real. For in- 
stance, while both services maintain 
,extensive supply establishments, it 
should be noted that a general mobili- 
zation of the Army will require a na- 
tion-wide system of depots, while the 
Navy’s supply bases must be located 
at suitable ports. 

The duplications to be most feared 
and guarded against, both because of 
the cost involved and of their serious 
effect upon the country, are those that 
might arise in war incident to the ef- 
forts of each of our combatant services 
to procure quickly the enormous 
amounts of munitions that would be 
necessary. In this particular we are 
in far better position than ever be- 
fore in our history. The Army and 
Navy have made exhaustive studies of 
their probable requirements in a major 
emergency, and their detailed _ pro- 
grams for the procurement of these 
are being carefully coordinated. Aside 
from these departmental plans, the As- 
sistant Secretary of War, under the 
directive given him in the national de- 
fense act, has made great progress in 
developing a concrete plan under which 
the President in time of war would be 
able to coordinate and control the 
country’s industrial resources by deal- 
ing through a single responsible of- 
ficial. It is believed that no basic 
change in organization could possibly 
improve our situation in this vitally 
important respect. 

May I invite your attention to the 
directive given by Congress to the 
commission created by Congress to 
study methods for removing the 
profits from war. (Public Resolution 
No. 98, T1ist Cong.) That directive 
requires, among other things, a con- 
sideration of “policies to be pursued 
in the event of war.” The recom- 
mendations of that commission, when 
submitted to Congress, may have @ 
direct bearing upon the matter of 
proper organization for national de- 


fense. 
NAVY’S OBJECTIONS 

Extracts from Secretary Adams’ let- 
od on the proposed consolidation fol- 
ow: 

Its proposals are such as seem reas- 
onable at first glance. The consolida- 
tion of similar efforts along the same 
line generally makes for efficiency and 
economy; and since we already have 
two services whose elements are land 
and water, there is attraction in the 
idea of a third service whose element 
is the air. Careful analysis, however, 
will reverse this superficial impression. 
The consolidation propesed in this bill 
is a consolidation of two services 
whose functions are sharply divided 
by nature and by field activity; where- 
as the separation involved is that of 
one particular arm from the several 
others in the same field which can not 
do without it and which in turn it can 
not do without. 

Setting aside the question of pos- 
sible personal interest on the part of 
any groups now within the Army and 
Navy or of their supporters outside 
these services, it may be assumed that 
this legislation is proposed in the in- 
terests of national economy and of the 
effectiveness of national defense. In 
the opinion of the Navy Departmen 
neither of these ends would be achiev 
by a law of this , but rather 
the contrary. 

Such a consolidation of the national 
defense branches might in theory re- 
duce expenditures if it— 

(a) Reduced the total administra- 
tive organization without decreasing 
in number or effectiveness the mate- 
rial and personal elements for com- 
bat, maintenance, and supply. 

(b) Eliminated any stations or es- 
tablishments which duplicate each 
other unnecessarily. 

(c) Permitted use of facilities or 
establishments by the Army and Navy

Financial Digest 


| SPIRED more perhaps by the action 
of the market since mid-week, trad- 
ing opinion was more reactional on Jan. 


16 than it had been for several days 
past, says E. A. Pierce and Co. in a 
morning stock letter. The passage of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion Bill by the House was not a mar- 
ket stimulant and, in fact, there was 
no reason why it should have been. 
The Street has had every assurance 
that the bill would be promptly en- 
acted and there is no apparent reason 
why the measure should now be looked 
upon as “news.” There is a question 
as to whether the foreign situation 
may not inject itself again as a market 
factor. There are rumors of another 
gold export movement to France. 


The bond market has acted in much 
the same way as the stock market; 
that is, as if considerable profit taking 
had been indulged in during the second 
half of last week. Traders in the stock 
market who have done their realizing 
evidently are awaiting fresh reasons 
to re-enter on the buying side. 

Commodities were strong Saturday 
and if advances are continued in that 
direction the stock market may derive 
therefrom a fresh stimulant. 


USNA Class 
EGISLATION to permit the com- 
missioning of all qualified members 

of the 1932 graduating class at the Na- 
val Academy will be considered by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs dur- 
ing the next week or so, it has been 
decided, in order to take care of the 
nearly 240 midshipmen of the first 
class who will otherwise be denied com- 
missions, 


Hearings on the Vinson naval con- 
struction bill were concluded this week, 
and it was decided to take up the mat- 
ter of the 1932 class immediately after 
the Akron investigation, which is set 
for Jan. 26, is finished, postponing ac- 
— on the Marine Corps personnel 

ill. 

The predicament which will come 
about if no steps are taken to make 
possible the commissioning of the class 
was brought to the attention of the 
Naval Committee during consideration 
of the Vinson bill, when Rear Adm. 
Frank B. Upham, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, told the committee that 
an additional 900 officers would be 
needed when the 16 vessels now under 
construction were completed, or at the 
present time if all ships out of commis- 
sion were called into service in an emer- 
gency. Several members of the com- 
mittee raised the question of giving 
commissions to the June graduating 
class. 

During the discussion which followed 
Representative Darrow, of Pennsyl- 
vania, declared that he had understood 
last year that when provision was 
made for commissioning the entire 1931 
Naval Academy class that it would not 
be necessary to take such action in the 
future. An explanation of this under- 
standing was volunteered by Represent- 
ative Britten, of Illinois, who was 
chairman of the Naval Committee in 
the last Congress. 

“I believed, too, declared Mr. Britten, 
“that it would not be necessary to make 
authorization for the 1932 class. I be- 
lieved that when the special retirement 
measure was passed for the seven or 
eight hundred officers who came up 
from the ranks during the World War, 
that we would have several hundred 
retirements right away. Due to the 
en, I suppose, we have had very 
ew.” 

Chairman Vinson then broke in to in- 
form the committee that he had intro- 
duced a bill to authorize commission- 
ing of the class, without regard to limi- 
tations on the number of officers, and 
said that the measure would be placed 
before the committee after the Marine 
Corps bill was finished. Upon sugges- 
tion of Representative Britten, how- 
ever, its priority was advanced. 


From figures available as to known 
vacancies during the next six months 
it appears that for the 419 members 
of the 1932 class there will be but 33 
vacancies in the line of the Navy if 
no action is taken by Congress. There 
will be 30 vacancies in the Marine 
Corps and 24 in the Supply Corps, and 
it is estimated that 94 will fail physi- 
cally or resign. This will leave 271 





| Arms Conference 
THE Dutch Treat Conference, to give 

the Disarmament conference the 
name it received on the floor; of the 
House of Representatives, has re- 
ceived the necessary funds; and the 
Delegation, headed by the Secretary 
of State, is on its way to Geneva. It 
developed during the House debate that 
of the $450,000 appropriation sought 
by the State Department, $99,000 was 
to be paid to the League of Nations as 
the American share of the expense of 
the meeting. Representative Clarke, 
of New York, asked why the United 
States should contribute to an organiza- 
tion to which it did not belong, and 
Representative Linthicum, of Maryland, 
advocating the appropriation replied: 
“It is just like this: If the gentleman 
should get up a party of this Congress 
and say: ‘You boys are invited to 
come but you have to pay your part 
of the expense.‘ ” 

“Then it is a Dutch treat,” observed 
Mr. Clarke. 

Mr. La Guardia: “That is what it 
is. It is a Dutch treat.” 

Mr. Linthicum insisted that the Con- 
ference would prove very important, 
a point of view which was questioned 
by many members of the House. In 
order to pass the bill, it was necessary 
to bring in a rule, and Mr. Pou, of 
South Carolina, chairman of the Rules 
Committee, made the comment which 
more nearly expressed the opinion of 
his colleagues: 

“Without very much enthusiasm, I 
feel disposed to support the proposal. 
I believe the philosopher and humorist 
of Oklahoma, Mr. Will Rogers, has very 
truly said that America has never lost 
a war or won a conference.” 

Mr. Blanton, of Texas, fought the ap- 
propriation on the ground that it was 
a waste of money and probably would 
involve the country in most serious in- 
ternational complications. Mr. Pou, 
in supporting it, stated: “I think we 
have as fine an Army and Navy as 
ever existed in this world, and untill 
we can reach some agreement along 
the line, we ought to maintatin ade- 
quate armed forces for our own pro- 
tection.” Mr. Beck, of Pennsylvania, 
argued that those who talk about per- 
petual peace and deride preparations 
for war without which no nation can 
defend its just interests, reminded him 
of a burgess of Gettysburg during the 
civil war. When the armies of Lee 
and Meade commenced to converge 
upon the town, this eminent pacifist 
thought it was time to do something 
in the interests of peace and law and 
order. He consulted the town ordi- 
nances and thereupon sent word to Gen- 
eral Lee and General Meade that it 
was against the ordinances of Gettys- 
burg to fire off firearms within the 
borough limits. “You will observe,” 
Mr. Beck added, “by a singular coin- 
cidence that the battle of Gettysburg 
in very large part took place just out- 
side the borough limits in deference 
to the views of this gentleman, who 
invoked the majesty of the law at a 
time when, unhappily, the elemental 
forces of war had been called into 
action.” Mr. Frear, of Wisconsin, 
suggested that the appropriation for 
the expenses of the Delegation was 
less than 1 per cent of a $40,000,000 
battleship; Mr. Morton Hull, of Illinois, 
admitted that our Army is small, but 
claimed our Navy is large. He could 
see nothing to frighten us. He desired 
it to be made plain to our war profi- 
teers that we are not going to sup- 
port them in the sale of supplies to a 
covenant breaking nation. He advo- 
cated an embargo on the sale of arms 
to any nation violating the Kellogg 
treaty. Mr. McFadden, of Pennsyl- 
vania, while not opposing the appro- 
priation declared the United States had 
done its share of disarmament, pointed 
out that the conference would be linked 
up with debt cancellation, and said: 
“By close examination of subsequent 
events we are beginning to learn that 
the Japanese and the Chinese situation 
must have been discussed at London, 
because the actions of our department 
here reflect somewhat the fact that 
there must have been such discussion 
there. We know the Japanese got prac- 
tically everything they asked for at the 
conference, and that they were tre- 
mendously pleased. This is the reason 
I say that in these conferences we 
should not give the delegates power of 
attorney for the Congress, but that we 
should know what determinations are

the cost of the delegation would be 
the cost of the World War for ten 
seconds. Mr. La Guardia, of New 
York, also gave a lesson in arithmetic, 
He figured that the cost of participa. 


tion would be .000166 per cent of what 
we are spending for past wars, pres- 
ent defense and preparation for future 
wars. Mr. Stafford, of Wisconsin, 
clothed his views in this language: 
“Tell me not that this peace-loving 
Nation shall be a stranger to the 
world-wide effort to try to curtail the 
armaments on land.” Mr. Tilson, of 
Connecticut, declared: “I am for an 
adequate Navy. If big navies are nec- 
essary, we must recognize the need and 
bear our share of the resulting burden. 
I am not willing to place ourselves in 
a position where we cannot defend 
our rights.” But he favored partici- 
pation in the conference. Mr. Leavitt, 
of Montana, declared that whatever 
progress had been made toward the 
renunciation of war had come through 
conference and agreement, Mr. French 
of Idaho, gave expression to his well- 
known views in favor of reduction. 
Mr. McClintic, of Oklahoma, declared 
this country should always maintain 
an adequate Navy, Mr. Temple, of 
Pennsylvania, agreed that “we have 
gotten rid of the competition in naval 
building. Let us get rid of the compe- 
tition in land armaments.” Mr. Brit- 
ten, of Illinois, pointed out: “There can 
be no successful culmination of such a 
conference. It will go up in the air 
like smoke just as its seven predeces- 
sors have. We should stay out of their 
conferences and meetings of every sort, 
which can only affect us adversely. 
We should stay over here where we be- 
long.” Mr. Dyer, of Missouri, asked: 
“Do you suppose for one moment that 
Great Britain will disarm? I am re- 
minded of the conference we had on 


this same question not long ago? Who 
destroyed valuable battleships? No- 
body but Uncle Sam. We ought to 


defeat this proposition because it will 
not accomplish the things we want to 
accomplish.” Mr. Dies, of Texas, 
pointed out that instead of receiving 
the love and gratitude of the nations, 
America is being denounced. Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, “heartily endorsed” 
the appropriation. Mr. Erk, of Penn- 
sylvania, suggested that the confer- 
ence was not a “general disarmament 
conference,” but a conference placing 
a limitation on armaments. His amend- 
ment to change the title of the bill was 
rejected. Mr. Campbell offered an 
amendment to reduce the appropriation 
to $350,000, which likewise was re- 
jected. Mr. McGugin, of Kansas, 
pointed out that in addition to hotel 
expenses, every delegate and assistant 
delegate was to receive $25 per day 
and the clerks a per diem of $10, and 
he argued the question was whether 
Congress was going to appropriate 
taxpayers’ money for a European 
junket. Mr. Blanton, of Texas, sought 
to reduce the appropriation to $200,000, 
which was rejected by a vote of 135 
ayes to 200 noes, 97 not voting. The 
fact that such a large proportion of 
the House refused to support the ape 
propriation is an indication of the 
feeling that the raposed conference 
will produce nothing tangible, or if it 
should, that it would be injurious to 
American interests.

jn common to a greater extent than 
at present. 
(d) Promoted saving through com- 
mon purchase of material or use of 
common types of weapon and mate- 


jal. 
: Careful investigation fails to show, 
however, where any of the foregoing 
conditions for economy would actually 
result. 

As regards administrative organiza- 
tion and personnel, the Army and Navy 
would each require, under the consoli- 
dation, whatever they have now. 

There is no duplication of effort in 
stations or establishments of the Army 
and Navy proper. A navy yard can 
hardly substitute for an Army post, 
or vice versa. Establishments such as 
gun factories, ammunition depots, ex- 
perimental stations, etc., either han- 
dle highly specialized types of work 
which could not well be done else- 
where, or else their location in a par- 
ticular place is dictated by strategic 
necessity. Where the Army and Navy 
can effect savings by handling work 


. for each other, they already do so. As 


regards aviation establishments, the 
two services have already allotted to 
each other certain fields of research, 
experiment, and construction and have 
established the means for coperation 
and the exchange of information. 

Cooperation between the Army and 
Navy is already effected by the Army 
and Navy Joint Board, the Army and 
Navy joint planning committee, the 
Aeronautical Board, and the Army and 
Navy munitions board, which settle 
peacetime questions as they arise and 
provide plans for the coordination of 
effort in time of war. 

Now the independence of the Army 
and Navy has its justification in their 
wholly different functions and theaters 


of activity rather than in differences | 


of weapon. The line between them is 
sharply drawn by the coast-line staff. 
The cooperation between them is anal- 
ogous to that between two groups of 
men, each of which is carrying a load 
to be used at their common destina- 
tion. Each group can handle its load 
in its own way, provided it gets there. 
But the coordination between air forces 
and the other arms of the Army and 
Navy is like that of the several men 
of the same group, all needed on one 
load. If one or more of them decides 
to act independently the load will not 
get very far. 

At sea the gun, the plane, and the 
torpedo are all engaged in carrying 
the same load to the same destination, 
i. e., seeking control] of the sea for na- 
tional victory. Whether they function 
above the surface, on it, or below it, 
the difference is one of technique and 
mechanism only. And if this difference 
really justifies and requires a separate 
organization and command, then to be 
strictly logical we should have at sea 
an air navy, a gun navy, a torpedo- 
boat navy, and a submarine navy, each 
fighting its own war in its own way 
and cooperating with the others only 
when it sees fit. The proposition is 
of course absurd, but not more so than 
that of separating the air arm from 
the other three. 

It is pertinent to inquire whether 
under the proposed law the Lexington, 
Saratoga, and Langley together with 
the required cruisers, destroyers, 
tankers, etc., for their support would 
be taken away from. the Navy and 
manned by officers and seamen of the 
air force, thus making in effect two 
navies; or whether they would be re- 
tained nominally by the Navy but car- 
giance to an entirely different author- 
tying planes and pilots owing alle- 
ity. The former proposition is far- 
cical, and the latter has been proved 
ineffective and unsatisfactory where 
tried. 

As regards the private advantages 
to the personnel of the air forces, it is 
not generally realized that the latter 
are on the whole better assured of a 
career while a part of the Army and 
Navy than they would be as an inde- 
pendent service. They at present have 
rank corresponding to that of their 
contemporaries in other corps, the 
chance and rate of promotion, not to 
mention 50 per cent greater pay. 
There seems no just cause for com- 
plaint here unless it be considered an 
Injustice that aviation duty in itself 
does not advance them in rank more 
rapidly than their fellowmen who have 
remained on general duty. Were an 
Independent air force established 
through the combination of the two 
Present air forces, it would undoubt- 
edly provide for the promotion to 
higher rank of a few Army and Navy 
aviation officers who are now the se- 
niors in their respective air services. 














It would not do much for the lower 
trades, however, unless the total per- 
sonel of the new air force were to be 
argely increased, in which case it would 
presumably force an increase in their 
rank by a pushing-up process. 

Our present air forces should un- 
doubtedly be increased, together with 
other elements of the Navy. The 
power to do so lies wholly with Con- 
gress. But the assertions that the 
United States is defenseless, lags be- 
hind other nations in air power, etc., 
is wholly false so far as the Navy is 
concerned. Excluding all extra and 
spare planes, all planes used ashore 
for training, experiment, or other duty, 
all flying boats, all in use by Naval 
Reserve, and including only those that 
can be put into the air today, on short 
notice and at any distance from land, 
the ships of the United ‘States Fleet 
can launch 301 planes against an 
enemy, as compared to 240 for Japan, 
166 for Great Britain, and an inconse- 
quential number for France and Italy. 
This hardly seems like lagging behind; 
and it is interesting to note that the 
two nations which lead are the ones 
whose navy and naval air force are 
one and the same body. 

In conclusion, this department be- 
lieves that the proposed department 
of national defense is certain to cause 
extra expense rather than economy; 
that it will seriously decrease the ef- 
fectiveness of the Navy and hence the 
Nation’s ability to resist attack by 
sea; that increase in the size and ef- 
fectiveness of the air forces is not de- 
pendent on any change in the exist- 
ing organization; and that even the 
benefits to aviation personnel by such 
changes would be limited to a few of 
the present seniors therein. On these 
grounds the Navy Department recom- 
mends against the enactment of the 
bill H. R. 4742. 





Congressional Notes 

GENATOR THOMAS, of Oklahoma, 

has introduced a resolution in the 
Senate authorizing the Secretary of 
War, upon the request of the Governor 
of a state, territory or possession, to 
make equipment, goods and supplies 
available for relief purposes. The 
resolution was the result of inability 
on the part of the War Department to 


supply various equipment needed to. 


help the poor in Oklahoma City. Mr. 
Hurley informed Oklahoma City that 
cots and blankets could be loaned, and 
surplus and salvaged clothing could 
be sold at nominal prices, but the de- 
partment’s program was limited to this 
extent by congressional authorization 
and depletion of supplies on account of 
past relief work. 
——o——- 


In spite of its talk regarding the 
economy and adhering to the Budget, 
the Senate, on Jan. 18, adopted an 
amendment to the urgent Deficiency 
bill, appropriating $100,000 for flight 
raining of officers of. the Reserve 
Corps. An amendment, which pro- 
duced extended debate, and which was 
adopted, limited the use of the fund 
to aviation combat pilots of Group 1. 
These pilots are prepared to fly serv- 
ice types of military planes. There are 
1,800 reserve pilots, about 1,000 of 
whom are in Group 1. An appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 for this training for 
the present fiscal year was reduced in 
the budget estimates for the next fiscal 
year to $900,000. Senator Dickinson 
and Senator Glass, who opposed the 
appropriation, complained at _ the 
propaganda activity of Reserve offi- 
cers in their states. Senator La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, declared that re- 
ductions must come in the expendi- 
tures for national defense rather than 
in the civil activities of the Govern- 
ment. The appropriatidn, with the 
limiting clause confining the expendi- 
tures on Group 1, was adopted by a 
vote of 35 to 23.

Representative McClintic, of Okla- 
homa, in the course of a defense on 
his attitude toward national defense, 
said: 

“Congressman Byrns, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee, 
has offered a bill to consolidate all the 
military activities under one head, hav- 
ing in mind that expenditures must be 
reduced. I desire to congratulate him 
upon making this proposal, as such a 
policy would do away with duplication, 
extravagance and waste to the extent 
millions of dollars could be saved and 
at the same time bring about more 
efficiency.”

A CORRECTION 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
| YOUR issue of Jan. 16, under the 

caption of Training Recruits, there 
are published certain quotations from 
an address made by me recently in St. 
Louis. As might be expected these 
quotations are not entirely correct and 
for fear that their publication by your 
eminent journal may give them an im- 
portance to which they are not entitled, 
and may result in misunderstanding 
and injury to a great cause, I make 
an exception to my usual rule by at- 
tempting to correct these statements. 

It would be futile for me or anyone 
else to claim that a soldier could be 
trained in ten days (as indicated in 
your article) or in any number of days. 

My late distinguished chief, Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, pointed out to me that 
the military art has never been mas- 
tered and that even Napoleon went 
down to defeat. But history has dem- 
onstrated that after war breaks out 
there never has been and never will be 
sufficient time to properly train the 
soldiers. Facing the inevitable, it is 
therefore the duty of the Regular 
Army in time of peace to develop meth- 
ods which in time of war would give 
us the maximum of training in the 
minimum of time—a system unde» 
which the Essentials would be taught 
first and the Non-Essentials reserved 
for a later date. ; 

The new system of Individual In- 
struction in this Corps Area fits in 
with the new system of training for 
combat troops recently inaugurated at 
Ft. Benning. The purpose is to de- 
velop, not only methods, but as psy- 
chology, under which Regular Army 
officers and non-commissioned officers 
can make the best of such time as 
may be available to them in case of 
national emergency. 

Our experience indicates that within 
the first ten days after a soldier’s in- 
duction into the service he can be 
taught to use his weapon, te march 
with his command, to obey his officers 
and to perform his essential duties as 
a private soldier in the field. The bal- 
ance of his training is built upon this 


as a foundation.

and enlisted personnel of the Army, the 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and Public 
Health Services, such percentages shall 
be applicable to the pay rates (exclu- 
sive of allowances), now fixed by or 
pursuant to law.” 

Another provision directs that the 
cuts shall begin upon the first day of 
the second month following the month 
of enactment, and shall continue in ef- 
fect until June 30, 1933, after which 
date, unless otherwise provided, the 
percentages of reduction shall be dis- 
continued, and the rates of pay now 
in force shall resume effect. 

The excuse for the pay cut is that 
salaries and wages were increased to 
meet the high cost of living and that 
now they can properly be reduced in 
view of the lower cost of living. On 
behalf of the Services, it is pointed out 
that service pay was not increased in 
comparison with civilian pay, and that 
what reduction has occurred in the cost 
of living still makes for inequality and 
fails to provide for the officers and men 
who have suffered from insufficient 
compensation in the past. 

The attitude of Congress with re- 
spect to economy—it has been de- 
nounced as “shadow boxing”—vwvas re- 
vealed by the action of the Senate on 
January 15 in adopting the following 
as a substitute for a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Harrison directing 
a reduction of $300,000,000 in budget 
estimates: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the Senate that the Committee on Ap- 
Nagy ey of the Senate, in report- 

ng to the Senate on the several appro- 

riations for the fiscal year ending 
une 30, 1933, make such decreases in 
the proposed appropriations as may 
be done consistent with the existing 
obligations of the Government, and 
without impairing the necessary 
— of the Government to perform 

ts duty in meeting the present finan- 
cial crisis.” 

The above resolution was adopted 
by a vote of 50 to 9, and followed a 
debate, which covered every branch of 
the Government, including the Army 
and Navy. Senator King, of Utah, sug- 
gested that the Service expenses be 
cut by $250,000,000; Senator Jones 
thought Congress would be justified in 
making an arbitrary cut in all Gov- 
ernment salaries; and Senator Harri- 
son pointed out the increase that had 
occurred for engineering under the 
Navy Department from $11,190,000 in 
1924 to $18,733,000 for 1933, for pay 
of officers on the retired list of the 
Army from $7,000,000 to $9,447,000, 
pay of retired enlisted men from $7,- 
000,000 to $12,252,000, and barracks 
and quarters from $3,116, 000 to $14,- 
736,000. Senator Hale, of Maine, was 
the only voice really raised in support 
of the Services, he pointing out that 
the Budget had recommended prac- 
tically nothing for new naval con- 
struction, and adding: 

“No Navy can run along in that 
way. In a very few years it would go 
out of existence.” 

Representative Henry T. Rainey of 
Illinois, Democratic House leader, 
predicted failure of the plan to dispose 
of the whole question. He said: 

“I believe the question of reduction 
of salaries should wait until we have 
passed the tax bill and also until we 
og what general appropriations will 


“There is little sentiment, in my 
opinion, for a reduction in salaries un- 
der $5,000. Yet, if the matter is pro- 
posed, it probably will pass. The ques- 
tion should be considered by a legisla- 
tive committee, not added to an appro- 
priation bill.” 

Senator Borah has introduced a bill 
reducing salaries; so have other mem- 
bers of the Senate and House. It will 
be recalled that a few weeks ago when 
the House Committee on Expenditures 
in Executive Departments held a hear- 
ing on the four pay-cut bills referred 
to it the committee voted against re- 
porting them out. It is learned au- 
thoritatively that only two of the 21 
members of the committee voted in 
favor of the bills. However, with the 
atmosphere as it is, and with the 
President inclining to salary cuts, con- 
ditions are favorable to pay cut. The 
only hope of defeat lies in the fear of 
politicians that reduction in pay of 
federal employes will infuriate the 
rural free delivery carriers, city deliv- 
ery carriers, agricultural department 
agents and the like, and cause them 
trouble in the forthcoming campaign. 
Because of this prospect, the leaders 
are anxious for a non-partisan vote, 
so that both parties shall incur the 
blame. Under such circumstances, Con-

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gressmen campaigning for reelection 
will be able to argue that what they 
had done was in the interest of the gen- 
eral good, and to enable the govern- 
ment to provide the relief for banks and 
farmers and the distressed. 





Allows Transportation 


UNDER a decision of the Comptroller 
General, announced this week, pro- 

visions regarding the transportation of 

dependents of officers are extended. 

The decision covers the case of an 
officer who was detached from his old 
station, granted leave and ordered to 
a new permanent station. 
leave he was married. The decision 
authorizes transportation for his de- 
pendent wife. Transportation is, there- 
fore, authorized for dependents in such 
eases not to exceed the cost from the 
last permanent station to the new per- 
manent station. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, in calling the attention of 
the Naval Service to the decision, 
states: “The Bureau will recommend 
faverable action on claims covering 
transportation of dependents where 
the facts in the case are in accord with 
the facts covered by this decision. 
Claims covering such cases which have 
been submitted and disapproved by the 
Bureau may be resubmitted.” 

Following appears the text of the de- 
cision:
